The  Administration  Building,  geographically  situated  in  the  middle  of 
the  Indiana  State  Fairgrounds  is  the  nerve  center  for  the  Indiana  State 
Fair  held  each  year  and  the  activities  revolving  around  the  use  of  the 
Fairgrounds  proper  by  various  organizations,  civic  enterprises  and  en- 
tertainments. 

The  Administration  Building  is  a  well  equipped  building  and  mod- 
ern in  design.  It  contains  a  conference  room  where  the  board  members 
meet  each  month.  It  has  business  offices  and  houses  the  office  of  the 
secretary-manager,  chief  bookkeeper,  ticket  sales,  concessions,  entry  de- 
partments and  public  relations  office. 

During  Fair  Time  the  second  floor,  which  contain  files  dating  back  to 
1852,  is  turned  over  to  the  Public  Address  system,  telephone  system  and 
mimeograph  department.  Records  are  kept  of  the  winners  as  they  are 
announced  day  by  day  and  newspapers,  press  associations  and  radios  are 
given  up  to  the  minute  reports  of  the  news  as  it  happens.

The  huge  Cattle  Pavilion  at  the  Indiana  State  Fairgrounds  is  one  of  the  most  mod- 
ern and  certainly  the  largest  building  of  its  kind  in  America. 

The  building  occupies  AYz  acres  of  ground  under  one  roof.  It  has  nearly  3,000 
stalls  in  the  building  for  the  housing  of  cattle  brought  to  its  annual  fair  shows  from 
all  over  the  United  States. 

So  modern  and  huge  is  this  building  that  many  shows  are  held  in  the  building 
throughout  the  year.  Rest  rooms  in  the  building  have  been  enlarged  and  cattle  wash 
rooms  have  been  renovated. 

Many  shows  of  International  aspect  have  been  booked  for  showing  in  the  Cattle 
Pavilion. 

The  Sports  and  Boat  show  has  shown  two  successful  years  in  the  building  and  plans 
are  being  readied  to  hold  the  25th  annual  Indianapolis  Home  Show  in  the  Pavilion 
next  spring. 

An  odd  and  surprising  feature  of  the  cattle  pavilion  is  that  as  you  stand  in  the 
north  end  of  the  building  and  look  south  you  do  not  realize  that  the  building  is  A\/> 
feet  lower  at  the  south  end  than  at  the  north  end.  This  of  course  was  built  to  allow 
for  drainage.

The  huge  Coliseum  of  the  Indiana  State  Fairgrounds  built  in  1939  is  used  during 
the  State  Fair  time  to  house  the  livestock  judging  during  the  daytime  and  the  Horse 
Shows  at  night. 

During  the  "off  season"  the  building  is  under  lease  to  the  Coliseum  Corporation 
that  sponsors  ice  hockey  games  during  the  wintertime. 

It  is  the  home  of  the  Indianapolis  Capitals  Ice  Hockey  Team.  The  building  plays 
host  to  such  topflight  shows  as  the  Sonja  Henie  Ice  Revue,  Olsen  and  Johnson  stage 
shows  and  many  other  entertainment  programs. 

During  the  fair  the  fine  cement  floor  which  covers  7  miles  of  pipe  used  in  the 
making  of  ice  for  the  ice  rink,  is  covered  with  24  inches  of  dirt  topped  off  with  tanbark. 

A  stage  is  erected  and  several  stage  shows  are  held.  The  stage  is  removed  by  capable 
hands  and  the  arena  is  ready  for  the  night  horse  shows. 

The  building  seats  8,000  persons  at  the  horse  shows  and  when  the  arena  is  cleared 
and  chairs  placed  in  the  arena  it  has  a  seating  capacity  of  12,000  persons. 

The  building  is  constructed  to  make  room  for  a  balcony  which  will  allow  an  ad- 
ditional seating  capacity  of  4,000  persons.

CONCESSIONS 

The  Indiana  State  Fair's  biggest  farm  machinery  display  can  be  found  on  the  north- 
side  of  the  race  track. 

It  is  a  display  that  grew  so  much  in  recent  years  that  additional  space  had  to  be 
found  for  it.  To  facilitate  the  movement  of  pedestrians  and  automobiles  to  and  from 
the  machinery  field  four  additional  tunnels  were  built  during  the  past  three  years.  Two 
are  for  pedestrians  and  two  are  for  automobiles. 

For  many  years  the  machinery  displays  were  at  the  southeast  corner  of  the  Fair- 
grounds but  they  outgrew  that  space.  The  old  site  had  294,000  square  feet  of  space 
and  there  is  more  than  a  half  million  square  feet  of  space  in  the  present  area.  In  addi- 
tion it  is  closer  to  80  per  cent  of  the  parking  space  in  the  Fairgrounds  than  the  old  site. 

Virtually  every  item  of  mechanical  nature  for  the  farm  can  be  found  in  the  Ma- 
chniery  field. 

A  new  addition  this  year  will  be  an  information  booth  in  the  center  of  the  field  to 
direct  persons  to  the  various  exhibits.

The  beautiful  tower  at  the  entrance  of  the  Indiana  State  Fairgrounds  signals  the 
fact  that  you  are  entering  one  of  the  many  gates  leading  to  the  best  agricultural  ex- 
hibition in  the  United  States. 

There  are  eighteen  gates  on  the  fairgrounds  proper  that  admit  more  than  600,000 
persons  to  and  from  the  grounds  during  the  course  of  the  fair. 

The  Indiana  State  Fair  board  are  using  for  the  first  time  an  automaticket  device  to 
speed  the  flow  of  traffic  into  the  Fairgrounds. 

The  device  dispenses  tickets  at  a  fingers  touch  and  allows  the  director  of  gates  to 
keep  an  hourly  check  on  the  number  of  persons  coming  through  the  gates. 

The  handling  of  traffic  inside  the  fairgrounds  depends  largely  on  the  manner  and 
speed  with  which  tickets  are  sold.

States.  It  has  520  stalls  and  besides  being  used  for  the  draft  horse  breeds  is  being  used 
also  to  house  horses  of  the  saddle  horse  departments. 

The  building  has  ample  room  for  dormitories  where  attendants  stay  the 
duration  of  the  Fair.  It  has  a  fine  arrangement  of  tie  and  box  stalls  and  has  ample  room 
in  the  front  of  the  building  for  a  makeup  ring. 

The  barn  is  connected  to  the  Coliseum  by  a  roofed  pass  where  horses  ready  for 
showing  will  not  be  forced  to  be  subject  to  the  elements. 

Through  the  Army  Air  Forces  that  occupied  the  building  during  the  war,  furnace 
rooms  were  built  onto  the  building  and  heating  system  installed.  The  building  can  be 
converted  for  winter  time  use. 

It  is  being  used  the  year  around  to  house  many  horses  belonging  to  residents  of

The  Indiana  State  Board  of  Health  besides  standing  guardian  over  the  health  of 
citizens  of  the  state  are  on  hand  at  the  Indiana  State  Fair  to  assist  with  the  welfare  of 
many  of  those  same  people  who  trek  annually  to  Indiana's  Greatest  Agricultural  Exhibit. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  the  Indiana  State  Board  of  Health  the  Indiana  State  Fair 
has  been  able  to  maintain  rigid  control  over  the  eating  facilities  at  the  Indiana  State  Fair. 

The  Indiana  State  Board  of  Health  maintained  8  inspectors  during  the  1947  and 
1948  Indiana  State  Fairs  and  during  the  1948  Indiana  State  Fair  made  2,300  food  in- 
spections. 

In  their  report  filed  following  the  fair,  only  ten  minor  infractions  were  noted  by  the 
Board  and  stand  operators  who  were  cited  signified  by  written  statement  to  correct 
those  faults  before  they  were  given  permission  to  operate  stands  at  the  Fair  in  1949- 

It  is  through  this  service  that  the  Indiana  State  Fair  will  present  for  the  public  eating 
stands  that  have  the  approval  of  the  Indiana  State  Board  of  Health.

"For  a  Century  and  a  Quarter — Progress"  is  the  theme 
of  the  Indiana  University  exhibit  in  the  I.  U.  building  located 
just  west  of  the  grandstand.  One  of  the  central  attractions 
is  in  the  Auditorium  where  "a  state  fair  within  a  state  fair" 
is  being  shown  daily.  For  the  rest  and  relaxation  of  visitors, 
a  daily  program  is  presented,  featuring  a  one-act  play  written, 
produced  and  acted  by  I.  U.  students.  The  humorous  play 
concerns  two  women  who  are  annually  the  top  winners  in 
cake  baking  at  the  state  fair  and  what  happens  when  they 
discover  a  dark-horse  contender  in  the  form  of  a  mild  appear- 
ing male. 

In  addition  there  are  25  seperate  exhibits  in  the  building 
that  tell  the  story  of  the  125-year-old  university.  One  exhibit 
is  a  full  sized  replica  of  a  student's  room  in  the  newest  hall 
of  residence  on  the  Bloomington  campus  which  will  be  com- 
pleted for  occupancy  this  fall.  A  reproduction  of  a  front 
window  of  the  university's  well-known  Bookstore  will  dis- 
play recent  books  by  faculty  members.  The  baseball  champs 
of  today  and  yesterday  will  feature  the  display  of  the  athletic 
department. 

In  another  exhibit,  the  work  conducted  at  the  Goethe 
Link  observatory,  the  state's  largest  and  which  was  recently 
given  to  I.  U.,  will  be  explained. 

The  changing  occupations  and  customs  of  Hoosiers  is 
graphically  shown  by  an  exhibit  arranged  by  the  University's 
geography  department.  Another  exhibit  shows  the  work  of 
Dr.  Stith  Thompson,  dean  of  the  graduate  school  and  inter- 
nationally known  folklorist. 


Schoolmen  and  women  will  be  interested  in  the  School 
of  Education  display  of  schools  of  the  future.  A  display 
arranged  by  the  chemistry  department  shows  the  contribution 
of  the  work  of  chemists  to  modern  life.  In  this  display  is 
shown  the  quality  of  various  chemicals  needed  to  sustain 
human  life.  The  botany  department  exhibit  shows  the  re- 
lationship of  fungi  to  man,  including  the  mold  used  to  pro- 
duce penicillin,  the  "wonder  drug." 

A  popular  exhibit  of  last  year  is  repeated  in  the  graphic 
display  of  what  has  been  the  course  of  Indiana  business  over 
the  last  17  years.  Free  copies  of  the  latest  edition  of  the  I.  U. 
business  Review  are  available. 

One  exhibit  concerns  the  Brown  County  I.  U.  Playhouse 
whose  opening  this  summer  in  Nashville  brought  the  acclaim 
of  Hoosier  theatrical  critics.  Dramatic  productions  on  the 
I.  U.  campus  also  will  be  featured  in  this  exhibit. 

Among  the  other  exhibits  are  those  arranged  by  the  pro- 
fessional schools  of  the  univeristy — law,  medicine,  nursing, 
dentistry. 

A  tradition  begun  in  1922  under  the  editorship  of  the 
late  war  correspondent,  Ernie  Pyle,  is  repeated  again  this 
year,with  the  publication  in  this  building  of  a  daily  news- 
paper, the  only  such  enterprize  on  a  fairgrounds  in  the  country. 
For  Fair  Week,  reporters  and  photographers  of  the  Indiana 
Daily  Student,  undergraduate  newspaper  of  the  university, 
have  set  up  their  news  room  in  the  building  to  "cover"  the 
fair.  The  newspaper,  printed  each  night  in  Bloomington,  is 
rushed  to  the  fairgrounds  in  time  for  free  distribution  each 
morning.

POLICE  AND  SAFETY 


The  number  of  automobiles  and  pedestrians  concentrated  in  the  Indiana  State  Fair- 
grounds during  the  Indiana  State  Fair  constitutes  problems  in  the  direction  of  that 
traffic  in  the  proper  channels. 

The  Indiana  State  Fair  Board  provided  pedestrian  tunnels  and  automobile  tunnels 
to  handle  the  enlarged  traffic  conditions. 

Two  automobile  tunnels  are  built  beneath  the  mile  track.  One  tunnel  is  beneath 
the  west  end  of  the  track  and  the  other  is  beneath  the  east  end  of  the  track.  Three 
pedestrian  tunnels  bisect  the  track  on  the  north  and  south.  The  pedestrian  tunnel  on  the 
north  is  near  the  mechanical  field  and  the  one  on  the  south  comes  out  east  of  the 
Indiana  University  Building. 

The  building  of  the  tunnels  greatly  enhanced  the  handling  of  pedestrian  and  auto- 
mobile traffic  during  the  fair. 

The  Indiana  State  Fair  Board  hires  several  hundred  guards  who  work  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Indiana  State  Police  in  directing  the  automobile  and  pedestrian  traffic. 

Through  a  safety  program  instituted  by  the  Indiana  State  Fair  Board,  crowding 
and  slow  moving  traffic  has  been  held  at  a  minimum.

The  building  of  concrete  and  brick  structure  is  modern  and  well  equipped  to  handle 
the  many  thousands  of  fowl  which  are  shown  at  the  Fair  each  year. 

The  building  is  well  ventilated  and  the  latest  wire  cage  equipment  is  available  for 
exhibitors. 

During  the  year  the  building  is  used  for  exhibitions,  breed  shows  and  entertainments. 
It  is  used  for  storage  of  automobiles  and  various  other  equipment.

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A  complete  farmstead,  including  a  model  house  built  to 
full  scale,  a  dairy  barn,  fields  of  corn,  a  farm  machine  shop  and 
a  poultry  house,  will  be  in  operation  in  the  Purdue  University 
Building  at  the  Indiana  State  Fair,  opening  Sept.  1  in  the 
State  Fairgrounds  at  Indianapolis  and  extending  to  Sept.  9. 
W.  F.  Graham,  associate  in  short  courses  and  exhibits,  is  super- 
vising the  many  items  of  interest  that  will  be  displayed. 

The  thousands  of  Indiana  farmers  attending  the  fair  will 
be  able  to  see  some  of  the  research  tests  and  work  being  done 
by  Purdue  specialists  and  will  hear  of  the  practices  they  rec- 
ommend. From  the:e  exhibits  they  are  expected  to  gain  many 
valuable  ideas  on  farm  operation  which  they  can  apply  to 
their  own  buildings  and  fields.  Many  Purdue  specialists  will 
be  present  during  the  several  days  of  the  fair  to  talk  to  the 
farmers,  answer  their  questions  and  discuss  their  own  par- 
ticular problems  with  them. 

Farm  women  will  undoubtedly  be  interested  in  the  com- 
pletely modern  kitchen  and  utility  room  in  this  modern  house. 
Both  the  kitchen  and  the  utility  room  will  be  equipped  with 
up-to-date  but  moderately-priced  furnishings.  A  table  of 
costs  on  the  equipping  of  the  two  rooms  at  a  total  cost  of 
$1,800  will  be  available  and  the  farm  wife  will  have  oppor- 
tunity to  see  what  changes  she  might  make  to  turn  her  own 
kitchen  into  an  efficient  U-shaped  unit. 

The  house  and  all  other  buildings  and  exhibits  in  the  Pur- 
due Building  are  properly  landscaped  with  grass  lawns  and 
shrubbery.  Electricity  for  the  lights  and  power  in  the  build- 
ings and  for  the  equipment  and  machines  on  demonstration 
will  come  from  a  specially-built  unit  in  the  building.  All  the 
buildings  will  be  approved  wiring  according  to  the  code. 

Proper  poultry  production  practices  will  be  shown  in  a 
section  of  the  poultry  house  and  farmers  will  have  opportunity 
to  see  the  proper  storage  of  corn  and  grain  in  a  double  corn 
crib.    A  power  grinder  will  also  be  on  display. 

Several  varieties  of  corn  actually  growing  in  a  plot  of 
ground  will  fill  one  corner  of  the  building.  The  corn  will  be 
transplanted  from  Purdue  plots  where  it  has  been  growing  un- 
der the  cultivation  and  watchful  eye  of  Purdue  agronomists. 
The  exhibit  will  point  out  the  rates  of  growth  of  the  differ- 
ent varieties. 


A  full-scale  gully  will  bring  to  the  minds  of  many  farmers 
a  "bad  spot"  on  their  own  farm  and  a  sod  waterway  built  over 
a  similar  gully  will  demonstrate  for  them  how  the  highly  de- 
structive erosion  can  be  controlled.  This  will  be  a  special 
exhibit  of  the  soil  conservation  specialists. 

In  the  field  of  animal  husbandry,  the  use  of  a  full-scale 
Purdue  hog  range  and  shelter,  a  mineral  feeder  and  an  auto- 
matic water  fountain  will  be  demonstrated. 

The  elaborate  dairy  barn  will  be  equipped  with  an  ultra- 
modern milking  parlor  and  "loafing  pen".  Cows  will  be 
milked  by  automatic  milkers  and  the  milk  will  be  piped  first 
into  the  cooler  and  then  directly  into  the  can  for  hauling  away 
to  the  creamery.  With  this  completely  modern  equipment, 
the  milk  is  never  touched  by  the  operator.  The  entire  dairy 
barn  and  the  milk  house  meet  the  Grade  A  milk  standards.  The 
cows  under  recommended  practices  are  milked  two  at  a 
time  and  then  turned  into  the  "loafing  pen". 

Adjoining  the  dairy  barn  will  be  a  silo  showing  the  proper 
storage  of  grass  silage.  A  demonstration  will  be  given  on  the 
use  of  various  preservatives  of  silage  and  their  comparative 
value  and  use  as  tested  by  Purdue  specialists.  In  the  area  in 
the  center  of  the  Purdue  building  will  be  an  exhibit  of  a  safe 
water  system  for  the  farm  where  approved  equipment  for  the 
farm  water  system  will  be  on  display. 

In  the  full-scale  machine  shed  and  farm  shop,  the  farmer 
will  see  complete  equipment  for  all  farm  emergencies  when 
general  machinery  and  equipment  repairs  are  needed.  Close 
by  this  farm  shop,  visitors  also  will  see  a  demonstration  of 
penta  post  treatment,  an  exhibit  by  the  forestry  department 
showing  how  proper  treatment  can  delay  the  decay  of  fence 
posts. 

At  the  noon  hour  each  day,  WBAA,  Purdue-owned  and 
operated  radio  station,  will  broadcast  from  the  front  porch  of 
the  model  house  with  a  special  program  of  interviews  and 
descriptions  of  the  exhibits. 

The  Purdue  Building  also  will  be  open  and  the  exhibits 
in  operation  for  the  National  Dairy  Exposition  to  be  held 
Oct.  8  to  15.

The  Radio  Center  and  Paddock  located  at  the  East  End  of  the  Grandstand  on  the 
Indiana  State  Fairgrounds  houses  broadcasting  studios  for  most  of  the  40  radio  stations 
which  are  broadcasting  programs  from  the  Fair. 

The  brick  and  steel  concrete  structure  is  170  x  88  feet  in  size.  It  has  twelve  studios 
with  acoustic  boarded  walls. 

The  main  floor  of  the  building  house  the  paddock — a  facility  on  which  Grand  Circuit 
racing  officials  are  well  pleased.  Forty-four  stalls  are  in  the  paddock  and  horses 
entered  in  the  days  races  are  housed  in  the  paddock  several  hours  before  the  races  start 
where  they  are  under  guard  to  prevent  tampering. 

The  Fair's  speed  department  and  a  testing  laboratory  are  housed  in  the  paddock. 
One  of  the  ideas  in  having  the  paddock  is  to  give  officials  better  control  over  the  horses 
entered  in  a  given  days  program  and  to  prevent  delays  in  calling  entries  for  events.

WOMEN'S  DEPARTMENT 


The  Indiana  State  Fair  is  not  without  its  cultural  activities.  The  Women's  Building 
is  the  center  of  these  activities  housing  the  Fine  Arts,  Culinary  Exhibits,  canned  goods, 
needle  work  and  baked  goods. 

The  best  of  Indiana  Artists  exhibit  at  the  Indiana  State  Fair  and  the  fine  arts  show 
is  looked  for  from  year  to  year.  Aside  from  the  exhibits  on  display  a  daily  style  show 
is  held  in  the  modern  building  featuring  the  latest  in  Women's  and  Children's  clothing. 

The  Women's  Department  has  always  been  under  the  supervision  of  a  man  until 
Mrs.  Holloway  was  appointed  during  the  war  years  to  assist  with  the  4-H  Shows. 

Mrs.  Holloway  was  appointed  director  of  the  Women's  Department  in  1946  to 
become  the  first  woman  ever  to  hold  that  post. 

The  building  was  used  extensively  by  the  Army  Air  Forces  as  offices  for  the  dis- 
tribution of  carburetors  during  the  war. 

When  the  grounds  was  turned  back  to  the  Indian?.  State  Fair  many  hours  of  work 
went  into  putting  the  building  in  order  for  Fair  use.  The  building  suffered  many  "war 
wounds"  and  several  of  the  scars  are  still  visible.  However  two  new  art  center  rooms 
have  been  placed  in  the  building  and  the  building  itself  with  many  modern  conveni- 
ences added  has  assumed  its  natural  state  of  being.

Last  year's  program  was  highly  effective  when  the  members  of  the  Indiana  State 
Fair  Girls  School  were  dressed  in  white  and  were  seated  in  such  a  manner  as  to  form 
a  cross  in  the  center  of  the  arena  of  the  Coliseum. 

The  boys  and  girls  who  were  not  part  of  the  Cross  ceremonies  were  seated  in  the 
arena  themselves.  The  nearly  8,000  permanent  seats  in  the  Coliseum  were  filled  with  early 
fair  goers  who  paused  long  enough  in  their  gaiety  to  attend  worship  services.
